The ItloYi •(H ilts of the FviiiaiiSt 

It will bo in iLo recollcclion of our 
readers that in oponing tlio prcsonl 
BCBaioD of Parliaracnt in Great -Britain 
it -was announced Irom tho Throne 
that tho Government would bo enabled 
to dieponso with tho oxcoptional pow- 
ers — tho BUspeuBion ot tho Hubous 
Corpus Act in Ireland. Tho abortive 
and ridiculous attempts nt ineurreclion 
&t CheUer and Kilkenny called, how- 
ever, for a opntinuunco of tho extra- 
ordinary powers wilh which tho Exs 
i^iitivo wore iu vested. Tho discussion 
in Parliamont brought out tho whole 
truth relative to this movomont. The 
fiiBt duty of Government is to give 
.security to life aud property, and 
'Without Ibis Beourity the present or 
tho improved laws cannot promote the 
■prosperity of Ireland. Never wtro 
baser motives on the part of any por- 
Bons nndertaking to be rebel s and in- 
Burgonts than tfiose which 'inipolled 
tho instigators of those outbreaks, it 
was not a spontaneous outbreak, but 
■was excited by thoso who camo from 
abroad, and who had 8|icculated and 
practised on tho credulity of tho poo-i 
pie of Ireland. In the United States 
groat sums have been collected on tho 
protonco that " Irehuid was to be 
freed," and that tho "IriHh Kt-publiu" 
•was about, to bo oatablisheJ ; and a.l-- 
vantage was taken of tl^e panic ci la'. d 
at one time in Canada, at uiioiher in 
Ireland, to make Iresh demands upon 
tho unfortunate dupes who yave thoir 
money, hoping that this yreat revolu- 
tion was about to bo accomplished, 
but in reality only for the purpose ol 
filling tho pockets of those who prac- 
tice on their credulity. There \& but 
one feeling about tho men engaged in 
this conspiracy — that they aro mean 
and despicable aud their motives sor> 
did. It has" been called, to a certain 
extent, a military movement; but its 
military exploits have been wholly 
null and void. Tho leaders are hardly 
ever seen ; tho reputed leader has, 
ever 'since the 28th of October, been 
in hiding, and "oven in the midst of 
the largo population of tho United 
States which is known to sympathize 
with this movement, ho has not dared 
to show his face. There has been no 
particular skill or ability manifested 
on the part of thoso engaged in tho 
conspiracy, bui it has boon difficult to 
obtain that amount of information 
which is usual when 6uch designs are 
intended, from tho fact that tho leader 
and principal organizers cf tho con- 
spiracy huvb never been Ireland, that 
they carry on their plots in foreign 
lands; all they appear to have dotio 
is to iasne.jorders to thoir sympa- 
thizerSf-agentB aud dupos. Tne Gov- 
ernment have been fully prepared, and 
to show the eaao with which troops 
nay be transported from one part of 
tho country.' to tbe other, and how 
hopeless of Buoceos these movomonts 
must bo, it may be mentioned that 
tho information of the late outn'go did 
not reaoh^^ublin until six or seven 
o'clock in tho'e'voning, tho commander 
of tho forces had intelligence at eight 
o'clock, and by eight o'clock next 
.morning ho was 100 miles off wilh a 
small army of 100 men, ready to 
march anywhere. The ciubrealc took 
place; it was evidently got up and led 
by persons not known in tho country, 
who succeeded in jiermadiiig a small 
party ol doludcd individuals to appear 
in arniH, for as long as ihreo days, 
against tho authority of tho Quoun. 
Tho first lesson shown by those occur- 
rences is tho extraordinary case with 
which tho most active measures muy 
be takea by tho GovLTiimenl for the 
repression of such disturbances. The 
second is that tho most ample inform- 
ation is at the dipposal of tho Im- 
. porial Qovornment, and that they aro 
-warned in sufficient time to allow 
them to take the fullest precaution 
for the preservation of tho peace. 
Another remarkable fact is that tho 
epirit of the population has displayed 
itsoir, and that t' ore have boon no 
signs of sympathy with tho I'^enian 
movomont on tho part of tho groal 
mass of tho agricultural population 
of Kerry. (Killartiy Ih in liio county 
of Kerry.) The iiisurgoiiLs, by threats 
and pcrfluasioiis, endoavonid to induce 
tho agricultural population to Join 
them, but thoy signally failvd in every 
Insianco, Ko sympathy was expresHi 
od in tho movomont, and although a 
cortain amount of terror, no doubt, 
caused by thoso armed bodies of men, 
was exhibited, they did not succeed, 
except in one or two instances of ex- 
treme compulsion, in getting food. A 
groat deal has boon said about tho 
Bupposod sympathy of tho agricul- 
tural population of the south of Iro'< 
land with the rebels. Figures la!d 
before the House of Oommoos show 
that tho number of arrests, up to 
November, I860, wus 752; in that 
number there were only 35 farmers 
and 20 farmer's sons— 85 occupiers of 



tho land. Tho remainder belonged to 
tho class of small traders, citizens and 
American adventurers. Bat thoso 
who know anythiog of Ireland feel 
that danger is not likely to proceed 
from tho rural population. It is tho 
loose population of tho towns that 
has supplied the pupportcrs to tho 
Fenian cause; hut upon tho occasion 
of the stir at Killarnoy they kept out 
of sight. Earl Eussoll, in tho liouao 
of Peers, said that it would appear, 
from a passage in th<i mossago ol tho 
President of tho United Stales, that 
tho Government of that country have 
gono oven beyond what international 
duty prompts, and have endeavored 
to intorloro wilh tho course of justice 
in tho case of persons participating in 
thoso insurrectionary movements, ii 
is quite right to show mercy and to 
exercise olemoney whenever thoso 
qualities can properly and wisely bo 
exhibited. But is it right that any 
foreign Government should put forth 
appeals for naoroy and olomonoy on 
behalf of thoso who have made it 
evident that a mercenary expedition 
was their^only object in venturing to 
Ireland, with a view of exciting tho 
subjects of Her Majesty who aro loyal, 
to rise in rebellion against her throne, 
to disturb all the relations of eouiety 
and to break oat into open rebellion t 
llor Majesty's Government will, no 
doubt, tako into consideration tho 
degrees of guilt on tho part ot those 
who may bo convicted, and upjilying 
to each case its measure of puniih-> 
mont, will extend such mercy as t .cy 
feel can safely bo diuio. But llierc 
never was more misplaced sympathy, 
there never was a moro unjustifiable 
demand upon tho Government of one 
country by another than to extend a 
complote amnesty to men who, having 
loft their native land and obtained a 
settlement and a means of sucoooding 
by their industry in another country, 
returned with the dolostablo notions 
to invade Her Majesty's dominions.

agree that tbe mines will pay from $12 to 
^17 per day to the man — ibougb in many

easily worked, but liltie stripping, from 
eight lo Uvelvo leet to Iho bed roek, neurly 
alt which is pay din, though llie nearer tbe 
bed rock Iho betler the iiroKiieel. All the 
work tiial tias been done so fur is on bars 
iilong the ctcek, ihuiigli one man who came 
fi(;ni llicro a lew days since gives il as hi." 
opinioD ibut tho bench diggings will prove 
much better than tbe creek. There hbve been 
iwo other creeks discovered near by tbai 
prospect nearly as well as 49, though no 
work has been done on tbem as yet. About 
twenty moD wintered in the mines, and abcnt 
seventy started during tbe last ton days, 
and many others are preparing fcr a start. 
iN'early every mm in tbo valley whose 
business is sucli that he can go, has 
eitber gone or is making preparations to go. 
These mines are much more extensive than 
at first tliougbti 'There have already been 
good proFpeclH found over pnHieienl ground 
lor at least lilleen hundred eiaims, some 
state more (ilrs is one creek). The gold is 
rattier coarse, and about tbe qoaliiy ol 
Kootenai gold. These mines have a great 
advantage over many other new raiotog 
camps, from tbe fuel of their ea^y access, 
un-,1 feii'g easily worked. — Porthuid Herald,
